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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 1 line 7-10 "output shaft being rotatably supported by a plurality of 
rotatable bearings, wherein one of the said rotatable bearings is attached to said swash 
plate support member" is confusing, when looked at from claim 2 line 2-3 "motor casing 
for supporting said swash plate support member" and claim 3 line 2-4 "swash plate 
support member comprises a motor pivot member supported through sliding contact 
with said support socket of the motor casing". If the swash plate support member is 
element 35 (fig 1), as suggested by claims 2 and 3, the only bearing (31a) attached to 
the swash plate support member does not support the output shaft (6). If the swash 
plate support member is element 30b (fig 1), the bearing (40) supports the output shaft, 
but motor casing is the swash plate support member, rather than supporting it. 

In claim 5 line 10-11 "output shaft being rotatably supported... by a plurality of 
rotatable bearings, wherein one of the said rotatable bearings is attached to said motor 
pivot member" is wrong, since the motor pivot member is element 35 (fig 1), which does 
not support the output shaft (6). 

Claims not specifically mentioned are indefinite, since they depend from one of 
the above claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. § 102 
that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless — 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a 
foreign country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year 
prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-7 and are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Matsuto et al. Matsuto et al discloses a hydrostatic transmission having an output shaft 
(15) supporting pump and motor cylinders (B), and being supported by a motor casing 
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(23) through one (41) of a plurality of bearings; the motor casing includes a concave 
hemispherical support socket (f2, fig 10) for a motor pivot member (22);with the one 
bearing includes an inner race recessed relative to an outer race on a side facing the 
motor pivot member (see e.g. fig 2); and the motor pivot member includes aflat surface 
perpendicular to its axis (fig 10, flat next to portion pointed at by f1 ).
